THORD-GRAY stated that during his brief period of .unemployment in 1937 lie be-. 
came very interested in -the activities of the Communist .Party in view> of the- •’ 
fact that, it was fashionable in his set for individuals to be “pinkish”* He 
stated that this attitude in his acquaintances disgusted him and he undertook 
a campaign to ferret out these “pinks” and report them to the proper authorities. 
He stated that he was violently anti-Communist and claimed that IAMB shared- 
his views-. He stated that IAMB never indicated any pro-Communist tendencies 
.and always expressed himself as being just the opposite. 

Questioned concerning the Nye Munitions Committee, THORD-GRAY stated that he 
had hearti LAMB mention this committee but did hot. know his. connection with it., 

He stated that this may have occurred during the early part of his acquaintance 
with IAMB.. 


THORD-GRAY stated that while he was associated with the Sunstedt Aircraft, he 
had, along with LAMB, a few contacts with FREDERICK DUQUESNE, convicted Nazi 
espionage, agent. He stated that he had no- dealings with DUQUESNE but merely 
observed his every move In order to report the same to the Office of Naval 
intelligence. He pointed out that LAMB had no connection with DUQUESNE except 
as an acquaintance^ 

Throughout the interview, it was observed that THORD-GRAY was continually 
bragging about his exploits and achievements. He appeared to be proud of the 
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fact that he and LAMB almost precipitated a revolution in Guatemala in 
an, effort, to help d mutual friend, who was a member of the Guatemalan govern¬ 
ment. He indicated that he would not. hesitate fon a moment to undertake 
any venture that would 11 mak e a dollar 1 *, provided that he did not get, caught. 
He stated that practically all his dealings had been done in a very irreg¬ 
ular manner in that he has never required anyone dealing with him to sign 
a contract or to maintain files. For this reason,, he claimed he was unable 
to remember specific dates and at best could only approximate the year in. 
which a certain event happened. He also stated, that he maintained, no, records 

At the present time he was engaged in promoting the design* of a (jet-propelled 
plane which is designed, to travel at the rate, of 1300 miles per hour. 

Throughout the interview, THORD-GRAX appeared cooperative} however, his 
failure t.o remember dates and his failure to produce any records made the 
information h® offered appear not too helpful iii aidi n g Colonel LAMB to re¬ 
call the events which took place during the years 1934 through 1939 • . -He 
did not indicate any knpwledge of a. connection between LAMB and. A1GER HISS.

By letter of March 7, 19k 9, the FBI Laboratory advised that th« 
handwriting appearing on the aforementioned form was not sufficiently compar¬ 
able by itself for a definite conclusion to be reached as to whether specimens 
Q-l through Q-U and the form were or were not written by one individual.
